If one assumes the authenticity, I can't see how ho could be held to know tin dif- 
ference between right and wrong, lie stallcod for that long, that many miles and places, 

I don't remember its coining out, hut he flew quite a bit. While his money lasted he 
did live high, esp. for him. lie says. 

The downplaying of the money is fascinating for the quwstion remains, where did it 
come from? Going along with thin is an unnumbered page all about the hotel in Ottawa, 
indications in advance of going there, which raises the question, how aid he know? There 
is no indication he worked in advance-over- sign, 1 think, of c'dsorganised mental state. 

Yet tills he liad, and there he liad countless chances to get a Nixon, as ho curses himself 
for failing to do, 

Por all the alleged pas; don for the girl, he mentions her but once, in the long 
massage on visiting the massage parlor, where the gii'ls are allowed to (supposed to) 
ma&turbate the non but not have other relations. Impossible for him. n o later says tins 
half hour he spent with tliat girl is the one conversation he liad liad in three montlis, 

And he here says lie liad a gight with the young girl in Ii'waukeo, but not over sex. He was 
a virgin. 

If he is taken at face value, then security is a joke and an impossibility, he 
says he was photographed by the Secret Service in (inada, where he also se.ms from his 
account to iiavo fallen under suspicion. 

Ho makes no reference to any companion on the two described ferry trips accross 
Lake Michigan (or anywhere else). 

Interestingly enough, he describes where and how he tiirow away all the anno not in 
the two guns, yet he liad to Iiavo made other purchases for some was found in his apt. Or 
was planted there.

kind of consultation or treatment. Example: he always coirectly refers to Ids fantasies 
with this word and no euphemism. He makes repeated reference to dreams and nightmares 
and consciously *md deliberately refuses to record them. 

If only one in 10 of those he call 3 Secret Service were, it is incredible tliat lie 
wasn't slotted, particularly with ids own account of how ho made liinself conspicuous. 

One of the more interesting passages is Ids own critical commentary on the stupidity 
of some of the "security", Uo fails to call it wliat it is, political espionage, but he 
points out how foolish it was to photograph the vocal demonstrators while ignoring the 
3 iilnt, who included the scheming assa3sin-to-be. 

There i 3 no ref, to any Kennedy, to Oswald, not one to the FBI or to any reason 
except fame, N 0 ref, to Dallas. ,nd there is internal evidence of rewriting, an example 
being- reference to las trip to Washington before lie was there (sys he was there twice 
besides tins ref,) 

°o, if this proves any tiling about any tiling except the state of medicine and political 
security, it sure as hell soys ther was one lousy investigation. 1 guess, the theory of 
the defense didn't permit going into tliat because it would have liad a bearing on conspiracy, 
not innocence. 
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
